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WHEN THEY GET BACK HOME 


What will be the effect upon public libraries as the de- 
mobilization of troops continues? Four million men, all of 
them potential library patrons were absent last year from their 
homes on military duty, and yet library figures of circulation 
and use, the country over, show no falling off other than that 
attributable to the curtailment of service because of Spanish 
influenza, or the coal shortage. 


The Library War Service has found that the great ma- 
jority of these men are readers, and many of them who never 
frequented libraries before have become library patrons while 
in the army or navy. Is it not logical to predict that they 
will seek to avail themselves of similar library facilities when 
they get back home? 

The great demand, now, in the libraries in the camps, on 
the transports, and overseas, is for vocational books—books 
on the job back home. As demobilization gradually progresses 
the center of this demand will change from the camp libraries 
to the public libraries. Already this demand for vocational 
books has been felt in many of the larger libraries in the east, 
and many of them are taking unusual steps to prepare for it. 


Every known means of publicity is being employed to 
reach returning soldiers, sailors and marines, and to assure 
them that at the library they will receive a hearty welcome. 
In one city free library service has been extended to include 
all men in the county who have returned from the Service. 


As a new departure in vocational book advertising, the 
Library War Service has recently issued a pictorial reference 
book, “Your Job Back Home,” with 64 pages chiefly of photo- 
graphs illustrating various vocations. ‘The title underneath 
each picture suggests a good book bearing on the subject. 
The volume will be used extensively in camp, hospital, and 
transport libraries and will also be made available to public 
libraries at cost price. 


Mr. Burton E. Stevenson, in charge of the central A. L. A. 
library in Paris, recently cabled that in one day he had received 
by mail over 2,000 individual requests for non-fiction alone. Is 
your library prepared to fill a similar order when the men 
come home?
